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Suspects NoP 
Minutemen, 

Says Leader 

Robert DePugh, of Nor- j 
borne. Mo., national head of i 
the Minutemen, denied yes- 
terday that any of seven men ! 
arrested here in connection : 
with a bank-robbing conspira- 
cy are presently members 
of the Minutemen, the Asso- 
ciated Press reported. 

The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation had said that sev- 
eral of the men, arrested on 
charges of conspiring to rob 
three Redmond banks and 
dynamite the Redmond po- 
lice station, were members 
of the ultrapatriotic Munite- 
man organization. 

One of the seven, Duane 
Ivan Carlson, 35, was identi- 
fied by the F. B. I. as a full- 
time paid employe of the or- 
ganization. 

However, DePugh said 
Carlson probably was a Min-; 
uteman at one time, but 
added, “I believe he was 
dropped about a year ago for 
nonpayment of dues.” - 
“The other names are not 
familiar to me and I don’t 
know anything about them,” . 
the A. P. quoted DePugh as 
saying. “Carlson was, I tie-- 
' lieve, state chairman for the 
Patriotic Party and ..helped 
arrange some meetings and 
lectures for me in Washing- 
ton.”
